Banking, the bone and sinew of 
every thriving community, had a 
prom inent part in the ultim ate de­ 
velopment of Santa Ana, properly 
term ed the best city of Its size In 
Southern California. 
If a man is known by the com­ 
pany he keeps, a town Is known 
by the banke it supports. 
From the very beginning, 
with 
one notable exception, Santa Ana 
has been singularly fortunate 
in 
this respect. 
While it is m anifestly impossi­ 
ble to do full justice to this im­ 
portant subject in a brief article, 
it is possible to construct a fairly 
accurate synopsis. 
This synoposis, which m ust serve 
as the basis for a second article on 
banking, would be incomplete if It f 
did not record one unhappy venture 
which is still fresh In the minds of 
many old-time residents of Santa 
Ana. 
First Bank In 1880 
For a definite record of early-day 
banking, we can do no better than 
consult G. J. Mosbaugb, who sta rt­ 
ed as bookkeeper and janitor, and 
finished as cashier and president of 
the old Commercial bank, the first 
legitim ate bank in Santa Ana, and 
later absorbed by the Farm ers’ and 
M erchants’ N ational benk. It will 
be well, too, while 
Moebaugh 
is 
talking, to let him describe the un- 
I happy venture referred to in the 
foregoing. This was the bursting 
of the famous Seibert bauble. 
"The first bank opened in Santa 
Ana was operated 
by B. 
F. Sei­ 
bert," said Mosbaugb. reconstruct­ 
ing the picture for Register read­ 
ers today. Mosbaugb came to this 
county from Indiana In 1875. 
“This 
bank, 
situated 
at 
the 
southeast corner of Fourth 
and 
Broadway, w as opened in 1880 or 
1881. I think it was called the Val­ 
ley bank, or the Santa Ana Valley 
bank. 
“Seibert, who had been m anag­ 
ing a bank at Anaheim, realized 
Santa Ana was ripe and anxious 
for banking facilities. 
Bank Short Lived 
“Deposits 
came 
in 
quite rap­ 
idly. which, softie claimed, caused 
Seibert to 'lose his head.’ 
“At any rate. he began to buy 
expensive property for himself and 
the 
depositors 
soon 
became 
alarmed. 
They 
withdrew 
their 
money and 
the short-lived 
bank 
was soon in the hands of 
the as­ 
signees, C. F. M ansur and C. W. 
Wilcox. 
"The depositors lost very little

I) minutes a week are devoted to the subject, but it is 
held that even in this space of time much good may 
I be accomplished. 
In order to meet the demand for a standard work 
of instruction, the National Board of Fire Under­ 
writers, wnth the assistance of the United States Bu­ 
reau of Education has published a manual known as 
* Safeguarding the Home Against Fire,’’ and this is 
the basis of study in practically all of the states. 
There can be no doubt that the teaching of fire 
prevention in the schools will cause the coming gen­ 
eration to become fire conscious in the proper sense. 
The economic benefits of such a constructive move­ 
ment can scarcely be over-estimated. 


OUTSIDE THE LEAGUE 


The United States does not belong to the League 
of Nations, but one would hardly know it. Just now 
the state department is particularly interested in the 
session of the Permanent Mandates Commission of 
the League in Geneva, and it becomes apparent that 
this country is watching the league from the outside 
just as closely as if it were a full-fledged and en- 
J thusiastic member. 
Theory demands that those backward lands for 
which different members of the league have man- 
I dates shall be governed in the best interests of the 
native populations formerly under Turkish or German 
rule, but there are other considerations. 
The United 
States, right now, is much interested in the preserva­ 
tion of American rights in such territories, and is 
particularly intent upon the execution of a treaty 
witl) Japan which defines the situation of the Island 
of Yap.

sion is working to prevent the mandatory system'sjthe Boulder Canyon dam would be a certainty. 


with this in view that the Los Angeles power bureau 
recently asked the people of that city to vote a bond 
Issue of $35,000,000, which they refused to do.

may be with the sam e thing in view that the South­ 
ern California Edison Company has, during the pres­ 
ent week, announced a program of financing which 
w ill increase Its capital stock from $100,000,000 to 
$2.50,000,000, 
The proposal is one of the greatest if not the 
greatest developm ent of natural res urces that has 
ever been suggested in America. 
The 
dam 
at 
Boulder Canyon would stop the mad course of the 
river for 60 m iles or more, transform ing that into 
a great inland lake of still water where most of the 
silt carried in the water would be deposited. 
U lti­ 
m ately, of course, the im m ense reservoir would silt 
up— but it is estim ated that would take 300 years. 
Above Boulder Canyon are seven other dam sites 
where sim ilar and in one case an even greater lake 
could be created, and so for centuries the silt ques­ 
tion wotold be solved while the engineers even theor­ 
ize that with so much of the channel ultim ately 
transform ed into jakes, the river would largely cease 
to dig up Its own bototm by means of its raging cur 
rent, and ultim ately the carrying of silt would be 
practically elim inated. 
H owever, the Boulder Canyon dam is not built. 
It is not even a certainty as yet that a majority of 
the members of Congress are convinced that Gov­ 
ernment ought to build It. 
On the contrary, it is 
quite certain thot the great m ajority of them know 
very little about it, have sm all conception of what 
it m eans, and are much more interested in appro­ 
priations to be expended closer to their own dis­ 
tricts 
It may be doubted w hether Senator Johnson 
and Congressman Swing hope to get this appropria­ 
tion through, standing by itself. 
At the ill-fated 
session of the League of the Southw est at Riverside 
two years ago, which was attended by some of the 
leading Government officials and many leading con­ 
servationists from all over the W est, it was pro­ 
posed that the best hope for the developm ent of 
the Colorado River would be to make it a part of 
a National program which would interest so many 
sections that Congress must approve it. 
Congress­ 
man Swing squinted in the sam e direction Thursday 
evening when he ventured the suggestion that if 
som ething for the South—sa y 4Muscle Shoals; som e­ 
thing for the East—perhaps the St. Lawrence deep 
sea channel to carry ocean-going ships into the 
Great Lakes; a big basin development for the North­ 
w est and the Colorado River for the Southw est— if 
all these might be grouped under one com prehensive 
program with President and Congress behind them,
